SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Men at Work Down Under Number 7 contains some pictures of nude 
and semi-nude women. There is a focus on bare breasts, buttocks and pubic areas 
which is dehumanising to a small extent. However, the majority of the magazine 
presents pictures of male bikers and their bikes. There are also references which 
appear to approve the growing and use of controlled substances, however, they are 
not significant parts of the publication. Due to the extent and degree of these matters 
the publication is classified as:
